Await  Sprinter, 
!Big  Track  Meet

Brigham  Young  University! 
will  be  invaded  by  some  2000 
traeksters  from  five  western 1 
states,  April  17-19.  as  BYU's 
45th  annual  track  and  field  car- ! 
nival  gets  underway. 

The  invitational  meet,  largest, 
of  its  kind  in  the  Mountain  West, 
will  draw  participants  from  high' 
schools  and  junior  colleges 
the  intermountain  area.  A large 
representation  is  expected  from 
Nevada,  Idaho.  Colorado  and 
Wyoming. 

In  addition  to  the  cindermen 
from  high  schools  and  junior 
colleges,  Leamon  King,  co-hold- 
er f the  world  record  in  the  100- 
yard  and  100-meter  dashes,  will 
participate  in  the  event. 

King,  a former  University 
of  California  star,  was  a mem- 
ber of  the  USA  Olympic  team 
in  1956.  He  is  regarded  as  one 
of  the  fastest  runners  in  track 
history,  with  a 9.3  mark  in  the 
100-yard  dash  and  10.1  in  the 
100  meters. 

Both  times  are  world  rec- 
ords, shared  by  such  speed 
greats  as  the  “immortal"  Mel 
Patten  and  others. 

BYU  track  coach.  Clarence 
Robison  said  the  slender  sprin 
ter  will  probably  run  the  100 
and  200  dashes,  shooting  for 
records  in  both. 

First  day  of  the  meet- will  be 
limited  to  junior  high  school 
tennis,  while  Friday’s  schedule 
will  include  senior  high  school 
tennis  and  junior  high  school 
track  and  field. 

Saturday,  biggest  day  of  the 
meet,  will  begin  at  8:30  a.m. 
with  junior  college  tennis, 
senior  high  tennis  finals  and 
high  school  and  junior  college 
track  and  fields  heats. 


The  afternoon  half  of  Satur- 
day’s schedule  will  open  with 
spectacular  presentation  of  girls’ 
pep  clubs,  featuring  marching 
units  from  a dozen  schools. 

According  to  Dean  Milton 
F.  Hartvigsen,  chairman  of 
this  year’s  events,  some  of  the 
finest  athletes  in  this  section 
of  the  country  will  be  seen  in 
action  this  year. 

The  BYU  Invitational  has 
turned  out  some  outstanding 
performers.  The  same  events  in 
which  King  w'ill  be  participating 
have  seen  meet  records  set  by; 
Lloyd  LaReach  in  1949  on  the) 
Cougar  track.  The  Panama 
sprinter  burned  up  the  cinder- 
path  in  the  100  in  9.5,  while 
covering  the  220  in  :20.3. 

King  was  a member  of  the 
winning  United  States  400  meter 
relay  team  at  the  1956  Olympics 
in  Melbourne,  and  was  the  1957 
AAU  100-yard  dash  champion.
